Note.— The above cut is shown to illustrate this weave of fencing in process of erection. While it 
represents our cable fencing, it serves for the spiral spring or crimped fencing equally well. 

The point of view is just at the end of one roll of fencing, which has been stretched, showing a fresh 
roll spliced on. By a careful study of the cut, it will be seen that the cables or wires of the fencing are 
fastened to the stretcher-bar A, by clamps B. The ratchet-pulleys C are fastened to stretcher-bar A, and 
operate chain D, which is attached to post E. The fresh roll F is attached to the other roll by splicers O. 
These splicers are furnished free with fencing. They may be dispensed with on all except the top cable or 
wire if a good telegraph splice is made. 

In erecting this kind of fencing, special care should be taken to have the starting posts properly braced, 
as shown on opposite page ; then, after making all the cables fast at starting point, adjust the stretcher so 
as to get an even pull on the various cables or wires, taking care not to over-stretch any one.
